Mayit pl-ease Youh Excellency : 

We have the honour to lay before you the Forty-seventh 
Animal Report on the condition and management of the Dublin 
Hospitals which receive Parliamentary grants, and which were 
duly inspected by us during the year ending 31st March, 1905. 

These are : — 

Westmorland Lock Hospital. 

The House of Industry Hospitals, viz, : 

a. Hardwieke Fever Hospital. 

b. Whitworth Medical Hospital. 

c. Richmond Surgical Hospital. 

Steevens’s Hospital. 

Meath Hospital and County Dublin Infirmary. 

Cork-street Fever Hospital. 

Rotunda Lying-in Hospital. 

Coombe Lying-in Hospital. 

Royal Victoria Eye and Ear Hospital ; and 
Royal Hospital for Incurables, which receives a portion 
of the Concordatum Fund. 

On these occasions we carefully inquired into the condition of 
each hospital to ascertain if the buildings were in good order, 
and if due care was bestowed on ventilation, light, drainage, 
cleanliness, and the proportion of inmates to space. We mads 
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enquiries respecting the current expenses, and as to the system 
of purchasing, storing and issuing supplies. We endeavoured to 
ascertain if the food was prepared in a careful and economical 
manner and served to the patients in an appetizing- and whole- 
some form. 

We desire to acknowledge the courtesy with which we have 
been met by the governing bodies and officials, who have in every 
way facilitated our investigations. 

We were glad to notice a general improvement in all the 
hospitals in the provision made for patients suffering from 
respiratory affections, and the intelligent appreciation by the 
patients of the value of fresh air in all such forms of disease. It 
is a most gratifying evidence that the measures taken to ensure 
this reform have had a marked educational value. 

We lost no opportunity of impressing on the authorities the 
duty of practising' the strictest economy consistent with proper 
treatment of the sick poor and the promotion of scientific 
medicine. It should, however, be borne in mind that in the not 
far distant past operative surgery and clinical teaching occupied 
the whole curriculum of hospital study, both of which are as 
zealously and carefully taught to-day as in the most successful 
periods of clinical medicine. 

At present these great branches of medicine form but a small 
part of hospital teaching. All well-equipped hospitals now 
possess chemical, physiological, and bacteriological laboratories 
fitted up with many and costly appliances, suitable alike as aids 
for diagnosis and for treatment. These aids to the art of 
medicine are the natural outcome of the progress of medicine as 
a science and their establishment are obligatory on the public. 
In this the question of expense calls for consideration, as 
laboratories entail considerable strain on the resources of small 
hospitals. 

In our Report for 1003-4 we ventured to suggest to Your 
Excellency, who lias evinced such a deep interest in hospital 
work, the necessity that existed for tire installation in our hos- 
pitals of the X-ray apparatus, the Radium light, and the Finsen 
treatment, for the introduction of which into this country we are 
so much indebted to Her Gracious Majesty Queen Alexandra. 

Since then, many of our principal hospitals have installed one 
or more of these apparatus. Students are already being in- 
structed in their use, and demonstrations are regularly given of 
the value of the apparatus both as diagnostic and .as curative 
agents. 

We wish here to repeat our remarks made on a former 
occasion, that in most of these hospitals applicants are admitted 
without any recommendation, and merely from being considered 
on examination by the medical attendants to be fit objects for 
treatment. This arrangement is attended with many advantages, 
as on any sudden attack of serious illness, the patient is admitted 
without the loss of time which often occurs when the friends of 
a sick person, especially if strangers, would have to apply to 
Governors for admission. 
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The various statistical and other tables in appendices will be 
found similar in character to those that hitherto appeared in 
regular annual sequence, but at the same time indicative of the 
relative changes and results in the operation of the different 
institutions. 

Every expenditure is open to public inspection and criticism, 
and as the accounts are furnished to us on a uniform sj'stem it 
can be seen whether any one hospital is extravagant as compared 
with others, a matter of interest to the public from an economical 
point of view. 

On the 1st April, 1904, there remained 988 patients in these 
hospitals under the supervision of our Board. 

The number admitted during the year was 11,974, making the 
entire number under treatment 12,962, of whom 11,457 left the 
wards either cured or relieved, or were discharged for other 
causes, and 548 died. 

957 remained under treatment in these hospitals on the 31st 
March, 1905. Exclusive of incurables, the mortality was 4 29 per 
cent, on cases — estimated on the numbers who have been dis- 
charged or who have died, or whose eases have otherwise been 
treated to a termination. 

The total daily average number of beds occupied in these 
hospitals throughout the year was 94!)’50. 

The time spent in hospital by each patient under treatment 
(omitting the patients in the Boyal Hospital for Incurables) 
averaged 23'79 days. 

Appendix. — Table No. 1 shows a list of diseases of patients 
treated in the several hospitals and the number that died of any 
particular disease during the year ended 31st March, 1905. 

Table No. 2 shows the average cost per bed occupied 
throughout the year euded 31st March, 1905, for maintenance 
and for establishment, and for both, exclusive of buildings and 
furniture. 

Table No. 3 sets forth in detail the chief heads of expenditure 
of each hospital. 

Table No. 4 shows the several sources of income of each hospital. 

Table No. 5 gives the number of patients treated in each 
hospital, the mortality per cent., the average daily number of 
beds occupied during the year, and the present extent of accom- 
modation for each class of patients, 

Table No. 6 shows the prices of articles supplied to each 
hospital per contract or otherwise. 

Table No. 7 gives the various dietaries in use in each hospital. 

Table No. 8 gives the names of the Governors of each hospital, 
and the number of attendances during the year, 

Lock Hospital. 

We carefully examined the several departments of this hospi- 
tal, and found the wards and corridors scrupulously clean and 
well ventilated. The clothing and general tidiness of the in- 
mates were creditable. 
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A certain number of patients, who give hopes of reformation, 
are employed as assistant nurses and laundresses. 

No applicant affected by syphilis in any form lias been refused 
admission during the year. Discipline is well maintained in the 
hospital, and the doors leading to the several divisions are kept 
locked to effect the classification of patients, as recommended by 
the Commissioners of 1856. 

The cooking and the distribution of diets are conducted accord- 
ing to regulation. The quality of food was good, and the 
returns and vouchers in connection witli expenditure are accu- 
rately kept. 

As usual we questioned the patients if they had any reasonable 
objection to the institution, or if there was any want of kindness 
on the part of the matron or of any of the officials, or if the 
dietary was objected to. Wo are glad to report that their replies 
were satisfactory. 

The account books were examined, and found to be kept 
with care, and precision, which reflects much credit on the Regis- 
trar. There were 77 patients in this institution on the 1st of 
April, 1904 ; 482 were admitted, including' 18 infants born in the 
house during the year; 478 were discharged, 10 died, and 71 
remained on the 31st of March last. 

The mortality was 2'04 per cent, on the total number treated 
to a termination. 

The time spent in hospital by each patient averaged 30'16 days, 
and the average daily number of beds occupied during the year 
were 64’04. 


Steevens’s Hospital. 

On inspection we were pleased with the order, regularity, ami 
cleanliness which prevailed throughout this hospital. The 
patients are treated with care and attention. The samples of 
food, including bread, meat, beef, tea, &e., were of good quality. 

We have been informed that the nurses are competent, kind, 
and attentive to the patients, and that the Lady Superintendent 
of the nurses continues to give valuable and assiduous attention 
to her duties in the wards. 

The care and treatment of the patients by a distinguished 
Medical Staff is characterised by great skill and ability, but they 
appear not averse to the use of stimulants^ for their patients ; 
considering that under this head, as appears in Appendix, 
£144 Os. 2d. was expended on this item, a sum in proportion 
to the number of beds far in excess of any other hospital under 
our supervision. 

We have been informed that the use of fresh, and in many 
cases expensive dressings, has rendered it imperative that dress- 
ings once used should he destroyed; for this purpose a large 
destructor or crematorium has been erected in which every 
article likely to propagate disease is immediately removed from 
wards and destroyed. This arrangement obviates the use of dust- 
bins which although emptied at intervals are necessarily insani- 
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tary receptacles, whereas the destructor continuously working 
destroys immediately by combustion all foci of disease converting 
the infected material into new and inert substances. 

We have ascertained that the supply of ward linen is ample, 
and that each article is marked with the hospital stamp. 

The laundry is ill a commodious and well-ventilated building 
sufficiently distant from the hospital, so as to obviate any ill 
effects to the patients from the fumes generated there. The 
clothes were well washed, and as far as possible dried in the open 
air. Articles used by patients affected by contagious diseases 
are disinfected and washed separately. 

The operating- theatre deserves special notice for the excel- 
lence of its arrangements and equipment. The two wards which 
have been annexed to this department cannot fail to be of marked 
benefit for the reception of patients after serious operations. We 
carefully examined the Pathological Laboratory wherein there is 
a complete apparatus for taking skiograms by the Rontgen pro- 
cess, now so largely used for the detection of fractures and foreign 
bodies, as well as exhibiting alterations in the size of internal 
organs. 

In addition to many minor improvements we were glad to be 
informed that the Governors have decided to construct an open- 
air balcony on the south side of the hospital, which will enable 
patients to have the benefit of sitting out in the sun, a matter of 
great importance in the treatment of many diseases. 

On the 1st of April, 1904, 101 patients remained in hospital ; 
1,142 were admitted during the year; 1,091 were discharged ; 43 
died ; and 109 remained at the close of the year. 

The mortality was 3’78 per cent, on the total treated to a 
termination. 

The time spent in hospital bj' each patient averaged 24’69 days ; 
and the daily number of beds occupied averaged 88'GS. 


The Meath Hospital. 

The administration of this hospital is able and successful. 
The fact that members of the Medical Staff are on the Governing 
Board gives vitality to its management and obviates unnecessary 
friction. The expenditure on extra diets, stimulants, and drugs 
is specially supervised by them, which is n great means of con- 
trolling expenditure, or at least of fixing the responsibility for it, 
should it be found excessive. 

On inspection we found the wards scrupulously clean, well 
ventilated, and the patients carefully looked after. The beds and 
bedding were in good order and neatly arranged ; we, however, are 
still of opinion that it would be an improvement to have the 
counterpanes of a light colour, so that when soiled the necessity of a 
change would be indicated. 

There is on each landing adjacent to the wards a small kitchen, 
where probationers can be taught invalid cookery, which we con- 
sider essential for a nurse’s education. 
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In the culinary department the samples of diet were of excellent 
quality, and cooking satisfactory. The store-room, under lock and 
key, was neatly arranged and a list of articles kept. 

We found the baths of the most approved pattern, all in wood 
order with hot and cold water laid on. 

The water-closets and lavatories are excellent and suitably 
placed outside the main building, great attention being paid to 
ventilation of drains. 

We were glad to find that provision is made for isolating 
noisy and delirious patients, and those affected with offensive 
medical or surgical conditions, a matter of great importance to 
other patients. 

We are able to testify in favour of the general efficacy of this 
hospital. The Governors appear to take an active interest in its 
management, and the members of the staff are of high eminence 
in their respective branches of the profession. 

The nurses are all competent, kind and attentive to the 
patients. 

We examined the various financial accounts, which we found 
to be well and carefully kept, and which are regularly checked 
by the Governors at their monthly meetings. 

There were 116 patients in this hospital at the commencement 
of the year ; 1,371 were admitted; 1,302 discharged; 76 died; 
and 109 remained on the 31st March, 1905. The mortality was 
551 per cent on the total number treated to a termination. 

The time spent in hospital by each patient averaged 2719 days ; 
and the average daily number of beds occupied during the year 
was 108'05. 


Cork Street Fever Hospital, 

.The wards were found in excellent order, properly furnished, 
warm and well lighted. There was an abundant supply of linen 
both in use and in store on the occasion of our visit. 

The food was of good quality and the cooking satisfactory. 

The assiduous attention of the resident medical staff to the 
requirements of the patients and the devotion of the nurses to 
their duties under the Lady Superintendent leaves nothing to 
report but wliat is satisfactory. 

We were informed that the strictest precautions are adopted 
in segregating patients affected with diphtheria, scarlatina, typhus 
and measles, &c. Each division has its establishment of nurses 
and ward maids, who all wear uniforms that can be, and are 
frequently washed. 

Although fever has prevailed in the city for some years past, 
the extraordinary and progressive diminution in the number of 
typhus eases is most satisfactory. This may be ascribed to the 
improved condition of the humbler classes, and the closing of 
insanitary houses, but also to the hospital authorities in 
providing accommodation for patients at the earliest stage of 
disease, thereby preventing the spread of contagion and the 
consequent increase of pauperism. 
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Among the many improvements which have recently been 
carried out, we may mention the installation of electric lighting 
for the hospital and Nurses’ Home. Steeping tanks have been 
constructed in the laundry and so placed as to obviate the 
danger of emanations from the soiled articles contaminating the 
clean clothes. 

The fever house, hall and passages have been painted and 
varnished. 

Special wards, six in all, vacated by the nurses who have been 
transferred to the Weir Nursing Home, have been set apart for 
private patients, who pay the full cost of their maintenance, a 
need which was constantly felt. The Weir Nursing Home has 
been found most successful in the comfort and well being of 
the nurses. 

The Committee have decided that nurses joining the Institution 
must take out a policy for a pension of £11 5s. payable at the 
acre of 55. The Committee take out a similar policy in the 
nurse's name. If the nurse remains in the employment of the 
hospital until her pension is due, she can then claim her pension. 
If she resigns the premiums paid by Committee are returned to 
the hospital. 

The servants have now improved quarters lately occupied 
by the nurses. 

Many other minor improvements have been carried out, 
such as a proper discharge department at Beneavin, and better 
accommodation for assistant medical officers, etc., 

There were 125 patients in the hospital at the commencement 
ofthevear; 1,858 were admitted; 1,655 were discharged; 195 
died ; and 183 remained on the 31st March last. 

The mortality was 10'54 per cent, on the total number treated 
to a termination in the hospital. 

The time spent in hospital by each patient average 27 'SO days, 
and the average daily number of beds occupied during the year 
was 13246. 


House of Industry Hospitals. 

On inspecting this institution we inquired closely into the 
various matters connected with its management. We -were much 
gratified by the order, regularity and cleanliness which prevailed 
in the several departments. 

We found the samples of food of good quality, and the cooking 
satisfactory. The wards were in perfect condition, the beds and 
bed clothes were clean and in order, and the comforts of the 
patients were evidently well looked after. 

The nurses under the Lady Superintendent perform their 
duties with intelligence and fidelity, and the professional eminence, 
of the medical staff is widely recognised. 

We were much pleased with the many improvements which 
recently have been carried out, and which largely tend to the 
increased comfort and better treatment of the patients. The 
construction of a spacious post-mortem department provides the

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means for carrying out scientific investigations which lead to g 
better recognition of the exact nature of disease. The mortuary 
adjoining deserves special notice for the excellence of its arrange- 
ments and artistic design. Considerations of this kind show- 
respect for the feelings of the friends of deceased patients which 
are calculated to lead the public to place confidence in the 
general management of the hospitals. 

The completion of the sanitary arrangements of the Whitworth 
Block has proved a great boon to the patients. Each landing is 
provided with baths and water-closets of the most approved 
patterns, and the lavatories are supplied with hot and cold water. 

The bow windows erected in the lower wards have improved 
the sanitary condition, affording more light and better ventila- 
tion. 

It is intended that the buildings throughout shall be lighted 
by electricity, winch is safer, healthier and cleaner than gas. 
The Governors have entered into an arrangement with the Dublin 
Corporation to take their lighting from the municipal supply, 
and it is hoped that this may tend in the direction of economy. 

The account books are kept with care and accuracy. The 
returns called for from time' to time are made out and forwarded 
to this Board with promptitude, which reflects great credit on 
the Secretary. 


Bardwicke Hospital. 

Forty-five patients remained in this hospital on the 1st April, 
1904. 633 were admitted during the year, 586 were discharged, 
66 died, giving a mortality of 1012 per cent, on the total 
number of cases treated to a termination. 

The average daily number of beds occupied during the year 
was 4T62, and the time spent in hospital by each patient averaged 
29 1 6 days. 

Whitworth Hospital. 

On the 1st April, 1904, 51 patients remained in hospital, 
638 were admitted, 584 were discharged, 49 died, giving a 
mortality of 7'70 per cent, on the total number of cases treated 
to a termination. 

The average daily number of beds occupied throughout tbs 
year was 46‘43, and the time spent in hospital by each patient 
Under treatment averaged 22'80 days. 

Kichhond Hospital. 

There were 77 patients in this hospital when the year com- 
menced, 986 were admitted, 950 were discharged, 37 died, 
giving a mortality of 3 75 per cent, on 9S7 cases treated to a 
termination. 

The average daily number of beds occupied in the year was 
69-84, and the time spent in hospital by each patient averaged 
24'69 days. 
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Rotunda Lying-in Hospital. 

On the day of inspection we found the several departments of 
this hospital in a satisfactory condition, the patients receive 
every necessary care and attention. The order and regularity 
which prevail throughout deserve commendation. 

As a school for midwifery, and diseases peculiar to women, this 
hospital continues under the present distinguished Master to 
hold the highest reputation, and accordingly attracts a large 
number of students. 

The strictest aseptic precautions are carried out for the safety 
of patients. The walls of the apartment in which labour is con- 
ducted are formed ot a hard non-absorbent substance, and the 
flooring is laid with concrete, so that the entire apartment may 
be washed when considered necessary. 

In the Auxiliary Hospital the operating theatre is equipped 
with the most modern appliances, and is admirably suited for the 
objects for which it has been designed 

The disinfecting chamber is in good order, and used when 
necessary for stoving and disinfecting blankets, bedding, woollen 
clothing, Ac., Ac. 

The account books were carefully examined and found written 
up to date, which reflects much credit on the Secretary. 

On the 1st April, 1904, there were 55 patients in the labour 
wards; 2,240 were admitted during the year; 1,965 were dis- 
charged after delivery ; 275 were discharged not having been 
delivered ; 9 died ; and 55 remained in the hospital at the end of 
the year. 

Twenty-six patients remained in the auxiliary or chronic 
department on 1st April, 1904, 435 were admitted; 427 discharged; 
6 died in the year ended 31st March last, and 2S then remained 

The average daily number of beds occupied throughout the 
year by labour cases was 55'2o ; and that of the chronic class 
was 29 02. 

The time spent in the hospital by labour cases averaged 9'36 
days, and that by the chronic class 22T6 days. 

The mortality in the labour wards, deducting non-parturient 
cases, was 0'4G per cent., and that of the chronic class T38 per 
cent. 


The Coombe Lying-in Hospital. 

This hospital, situated in a very poor and densely-populated 
district, merits support not only on account of the benefit it ren- 
ders the poor, but also for the great advantages it atfords in 
forwarding medical education. A large class of students avail 
themselves of the clinical instruction that is daily given by the 
medical staff. As usual, we found the wards in excellent order, 
and the patients treated with care and attention. The food was 
good, and the cooking satisfactory. We were informed that the 
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nurses are efficient and assiduous. They are under the supervi- 
sion of a trained superintendent, who is devoted to her arduous 
duties and to the interests of the hospital. 

We ascertained that ail labour patients, as usual, are confined 
in a special ward, and transferred after a few hours on a carriage 
provided with rubber tyres to convalescent wards. After the 
discharge of one set of labour patients, the contents of the wards, 
including- bedsteads, and wire woven mattresses, are thoroughly 
washed with turpentine and carbolic solution, and the wards 
afterwards purified by sulphur fumigation for twenty-four 
hours. 

The extern maternity forms a prominent feature in the Wink- 
ing of this institution, and provides attendances annually to a 
large number of lying-in cases, and thus affords medical students 
a wide field to become practically acquainted with this important 
branch of the profession. 

We are glad to mention that the mortality of lying-in cases has 
been reduced to a minimum since aseptic precautions have been 
strictly adopted. 

With regard to the general management we have nothing to 
add to our former reports, and we continue to place great confi- 
dence in the ability and zeal of the Governors. 

The financial accounts and the records of the hospital were 
examined, and found to be carefully kept, and written up to 
date. 

Nineteen labour cases remained in hospital on the 1st April, 
1904, 597 were admitted during the year, 296 were discharged, 
4 died, and 1G remained at the close of the year. 

Seventeen remained in the chronic wards oh the 1st April, 
1904, 337 were admitted, 335 were discharged, 2 died, and 17 
remained at the end of the year. 

The average daily number of beds occupied during the year 
by labour cases was 15 30, and by chronic cases 16-40. 

The time spent in hospital by labour patients averaged 11'76 
days, and that by the chronic cases 23'64 days. 

The mortality of patients admitted to the labour wards (de- 
ducting 275 that were discharged not having been delivered) was 
4 deaths in 516 cases, or 0-77 per cent., and for the chrouic 
cases 2 deaths, giving a mortality of 0-59 per cent. 

The Royal Victoria Eye and Ear Hospital. 

We carefully inspected this hospital, and found it in a very- 
efficient condition, The wards were cheerful, scrupulously clean, 
and orderly ; we are, however, of opinion that it would be 
advisable to have more floor space allotted to each bed. 

The out-patients’ department, in the basement of the main 
building, is, in our opinion, in a faulty position. We consider that 
the large number of patients who are here treated on dispensary 
days, must necessarily taint the atmosphere, and be a serious 
source of unhealthiness to the inmates in the wards. We are 
particularly anxious to draw attention to this subject, for 
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although no death has occurred during the year still imperfect 
ventilation must lower the vitality of patients, retard their 
recovery, and often hazard the result of surgical operations. We 
were, however, glad to be informed that it funds are available it 
is the intention of the Council to erect on the grounds at the rere 
of the hospital a well-constructed out-patients’ department, which 
will obviate the insanitary condition of overcrowding. 

The kitchen is well lighted and ventilated ; the cooking 
appliances are of the best description. The diets are good and 
sufficient, and the food is comfortably served. 

As a school for giving instruction in diseases of the eye and 
ear this hospital continues to hold a high reputation, and accord- 
ingly attracts a large number of students. 

The medical statistics arc carefully compiled, and form a 
valuable record for future reference. The tabular statement of 
the diseases for which patients were admitted will be found in 
Appendix, exemplifying the confidence placed in the hospital, 
and showing the large amount of work performed by the 
surgical staff. 

Since our last inspection, we observed that the hospital grounds 
have been neatly laid out with concrete paths and grass plots. 
Trees and shrubs have also been planted, with the object of pro- 
viding shade in the summer months. These grounds will have a 
potent effect in the cure of many patients, enabling them to he 
much in the open air. 

On the 1st of April, 1904, 73 patients were in hospital ; 1,191 
were admitted during the year; 1,211 were discharged; and 53 
then remained. 

The average daily number of beds occupied during the year 
was 76’83, and the time spent in hospital by each patient averaged 
22 56 days. 

No death occurred during the year. 

The Royal Hospital for Incurables. 

On inspecting this hospital it presented its usual appearance of 
being kept in most creditable order. There is no restriction as 
to the number of Governors, and the liberal manner in which it 
is supported is a remarkable evidence of the sympathy which the 
public feel for its welfare. Strict care with reference to the 
funds of the hospital has been exercised in every department 
■without impairing the efficiency or usefulness of the charity. 

The Governors do all in their power to promote the comfort 
of the patients and to alleviate, as much as possible, their 
sufferings. 

We found the food of good quality and the kitchen accommo- 
dation and cooking utensils sufficient and in order. 

The grave character of the cases admitted is indicated by the 
high mortality. 

The financial accounts which we examined were found to he wel 
and accurately kept, and are checked regularly by the Governor* 
at their monthly meetings. 
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Two hundred and six patients remained in hospital on the 
1st of April last ; 64 cases were admitted ; 11 resigned ; 51 died 
during the year ; and 208 remained on the 31st March last. 

The mortality was 82’25 per cent, on the total number of cases 
treated to a termination. 

The time spent in hospital by each patient averaged 26071 
days. 

The average daily number of beds occupied throughout the 
year was 20A58.
